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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To improve the elimination of soot, malodor and 
CO by interposing 

catalytic filters among a combustion chamber, a heating 
chamber and an exhaust 

port, and between the heating chamber and a sensor, in a 
complex heating and 

cooking apparatus made up from a gas oven and an electronic 
range . 

CONSTITUTION: A combustion gas within the combustion 
chamber 14 is sucked up 

by a circulating fan 7 and is introduced into the heating 
chamber 8 . A part of 

air within the heating chamber 8 is sent into a sensor 19 
and the exhaust port 
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2 0 via a catalytic filter 18, and the remaining part of air 
is passed through 

the combustion chamber 14 via a catalytic filter 21, and 
further sent to the 

exhaust port 20 via a catalytic filter 6, By this 
arrangement, air within the 

heating chamber 14 undergoes a catalytic operation by the 
catalytic filters 18, 

21 and 6 and put into a burnt-up state. Consequently, 
contamination of the 

sensor 19 and exhaustion of poisonous gas can be prevented. 
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
